M29tf 


Fatal Shooting 


in the Tenderloin 


Another killing occurred in the Re- 


no red light district yesterday after- 
noon and a Negro was again the vic- 
tim. 
The swarming occupant* of that 


quarter of the city were attracted 
about 2 o'clock by sounds of a quar- 
rel at a crib on the east side of Dis- 
mal alley. 


Three or four shots were fired In 


quick succession and the Negro rolled >man 
over in tke alley, pierced through thefteo* 
lung with a pistol ball. 


According to the testimony of sev- 


eral eye witnesses Bck Arbuckle and 
a hard looking customer that recently 
dropped into town proceeded to the 
crib in question which Is occupied by 
May Miles, a dusky courtesan. They 
had placed carnival decorations in her 
rooms and demanded 12 In payment 
thereof. 
The Negress declined pay- 


ment and called upon the Negro,-one 
Hayes, to throw, out the decorators, 
saying "Give them hell!" 


The same witnesses say that Hayes 


obeyed the mandates of his lady love 
with a vengeance and knocked Ar- 
buckle down beating htm severely. 


Arbuckle then drew his 
gun and 


fired three or four shots at his as- 
sailant, getting him once through^ the 
left lung, immediately above the heart. 


Arbuclde'8 partner took to his heels. 


The entire populace of the shady 
quarter were too excited or prejudiced 
to tell a straight story and The Jour- 
nal reporter finds his note book filled 
with conflicting testimony. 


In a few moments a squad of offi- 


cers arrived and the trajl of the man 
who did the shooting was taken up.

If my hi 
ography were 'all squared up' in a few words, it 
would run thus: 'Forty odd years of unremitting 
toil.' I can't remember back to a time when I was 
not at hard labor of some sort—on a farm, in a store, 
teaching school, editing a newspaper, practicing 
law, sewing as a legislator. 
I began teaching be 


fore I was 15 and was president of a college at 23 


The happiesx hours of my life were when I grad 


uated, when I was married and when my children 
were born; the saddest, when two of them died. A 
sweet baby is the greatest luxury in nature. 


I have been defeated once for a nomination and 


twice at the polls. Have been elected several 
times. A newspaper reporter once asked me how 
it feels to be defeated. That depends on circum 
stances and temperament. The first sensation is 
that produced ty an ice water bath. Then one of 
anger. Then a determination to pick yourHint and 
try it again. That's the effect on a healthy, robust, 
resolute man. Some have had their hearts broken 
by defeat—Horace Greely, for instance. 


The sweetest recollection of my professional life 


is that while prosecuting attorney, though I sent a 
good many persons to the penitentiary, I let 25 off 
with fines or jail sentences whom I could have sent 
to the penitentiary. They were boys indicted for 
their first offense. 
Of the 25, 24 are good citizens 


today. The other was an incorrigible, natural born 
thief, and served a term. 


What was the greatest fee I ever received? The 


love of men whose lives I saved and the gratitude 
of their wives and children."
